character. The facts concisely explained by Lord Lansdowne 
show that the Russian Government were no less anxious 
than our own Government to prevent any local exhibition of 
hostilities. The railway had originally been occupied by the 
Russians, and it was afterwards transferred to our military 
authorities by Count von Waldersee. When it became 
necessary to build a siding, British troops were employed 
and the Russian authorities complained that these troops had 
committed a trespass, The land on which they were build- 
ing was claimed by Russia, and exception was taken in par- 
ticalar to the conduct of certain of our troops, who were 
represented as having removed some Russian flags. If such 
an affront was really offered, the irritation shown by General 
Wogack, the commander of the Russian forces, is ex- 
plained. A simultaneous withdrawal of British and 


Russian soldiers has taken place, and the details of settle- | 


ment will, let us hope, be amicably arranged by the respective 
Governments. The British otficer comman ling at Tientsin 
is General Edmund George Barrow, C.B. Entering the Army 
just thirty years since, he was, previous to the present cam- 
paign in China, Deputy-Secretary to the Military Depart- 
ment of the Government of India. He has also the sub- 
stantive rank of Colonel in the Indian Staff Corps. His 
experiences of warfare embrace the Afghan Campaien of 
1879, the Egyptian Expedition of 1882, and the Tirah 
Campaign of 1897-98.

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OUR BLITHE KING, 
T is a most fortunate thing for England that, 
at a moment when the hysterical portion 
of the London daily Press publishes cable- 


grams portending imminent war with a Great 
Power, we rejoice in a calm, blithe, level-headed 
Sovereign in succession to our ever-lumented 
Queen, Victoria the Good. Of incalculable 
value to the nation is the shrewd, well-balanced 
brain of King Edward VII.; and it may be 
safely said that his every action will be as wise 
and Constitutional as was the queenly and 
benignant rule of Her late Majesty.

The plentiful supplies found in the laager gave every 
indication that the Boers had been wą conte: 
Erasmus and the other prisoners arrived at toria to-day. 


Death of Phi.ip Botha.—An official telegram from 
Lord Kitchener, dated Pretoria, March 20, says that 
General Philip Botha, brother of the Commandant- 
General, was killed in an action with a force under Colonel 
Williams, on Doornberg.
